That h ifniiii quantity of water, say 
i»f if a pint, n\ay be made to burst a 
strong ftjk seems a startling state¬ 
ment to make, and yet It Is true. It Is 
a well known law of physics that the 
pressure exerted by liquids Increases 
In profortion to their depth. Suppose, 
therefore, that we have a strong cask 
fillsd with water and standing on end. 
The staves of this cask may be made to 
burst apart by adding a very small 
quantity of water to what is already 
In the cask. As the cask Is already 
full, some way of adding the water 
must te devised. To do this a hole is 
bored 10 the end or head of the cask, 
end a long tube of small diameter Is 
Inserted upright At the upper end of 
the tube Is a small funnel Into which 
water is poured until the tube becomes 
fnl, and when that po^nt Is reached 
the cask will burst 

This seems almost Incredible, but 
it is only a demonstration of the law 
that Ms been cited. When the water 
Is poured Into the tube it unites with 
the water In the cask, and the depth of 
the water is several times as great as 
that In the cask alone. The fact that 
there is only a small quantity of water 
In the tubs makes no difference, for It 
Is pow one "body, and its depth Is gaug¬ 
ed from tbo too of the tube to the bat*

Now, when It rains enough to 
fill that crack, thus increasing the depth 
of the water in the cavity, the pressure 
will twjcome so great that the rock will 
be ton Into a hundred fragments.

. The Egg Cure For Felons. 

A Chicago doctor says that for the 
last fifteen yean? he< has used egg to 
cure felon and has yet to see a case It 
will not cure. The way to apply the 
egg is as follows: Take a fresh egg 
and crack the shell st the larger end. 
Make a hole just large enough to admit 
the thumb or finger, whichever It may 
be, and force tt Into the egg as far as 
possible without rupturing the shell. 
Wipe off the egg which runs out and 
bind a handkerchief or soft cloth 
around the finger or thumb, leaving 
the esp on overnight This will gener¬ 
ally cure In one application, but if not 
make another application.
